You, perhaps, may find significance in the
faot that journals not in the *‘Associated
Press,” such, for instance, as the Keening
Telegram and Pomeroy's Demoerat of this
vity, and the Epening Ihulletin of Philadel-
phin, all published “‘specinl despatches” by
way of cable, giving the steamer's arrival.
The Ereening Dulletin’s oxtra, issned soon
nfter our first despatoh was given to the pub-
lic, went into detail as follows: —

“LivErroor, March 16.—The steamship Clty of
Boston artived at tiuf.‘--n.!t-nwu this morning about
10 minutes past 1 o'clock after & voyage of forty-six
days from Halifax. The delay was caused by the
(sabling of her machinery in mid-ocean on the 24th
ultimo, after which the captalo attempted to make

wedather belng very thick they were not noticed by
passing vessels,”

pool yesterday.
